That there is no 
other name under heaven given to men by which we 
may be ſaved, but the name of Jeſus: And Chrisi 
himſelf tells us, Mar xvi. v. 16. He that believeth 
not, ſball be damn'd. So that it is manifeſt from the 

holy Scripture, that true Faith is neceſſary to Salva- 
tion. Now true Faith in order to pleaſe God, and 
fave our Souls, muſt be entire; that is to ſay, muſt 
believe. without Exception all ſuch Articles as by 
God and his Church are propoſed to be believed : 
And he that voluntarily and obſtinately disbelieveth 
any one of theſe Articles, is no leſs void of true 
ſaving Faith than he that disbelieves them all: As 
St. James tells us, with regard to practical Du- 
| g ties, 
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ties, chap. ii. v. 10. N hoſoever ſhall keep the whole 
law, yet offend in one point, he is guilty of all. Hence 
St. Paul, Gal. v. v. 20. reckons Herejzes, that is, falſe 
Religions, amongſt thoſe Works of the Fleſh, of 
which he pronounces, that they who do ſuch things ſhall 
not inherit the kingdom of God: And God himſelf, 


Jſaiah Ix. v. 12. tells his Church, the nation and. 


kingdom that will not ſerve thee, ſhall periſh. 
Q. Can any one be out of the May of Salvation 
without the Guilt of mortal Sin? 


A. No. But all ſuch, as through Obſtinacy, Neg- 


ligence, or Indifference in Matters of Religion, will 
not hear the true Church and her Paſtors, are Guilty 
of mortal Sin, Matt. xviii. v. 17. If he neglect to hear 
the church, let him be to thee as a heathen and a pub- 
lican. Luke x. v. 16. He that heareth you [the Pa- 
ſtors of the Church] heareth me; and he that de- 


ſhiſethb you, deſpiſeth me; and he that deſpiſetb me,

Q. But what do you think 4 thoſe whoſe Conſci- 
ence perſuades them they are in the true Church? 

A. If this Error of theirs proceed from invincible 
Ignorance, they may be excuſed from the Sin of He- 
reſy ; provided that in the ſincere Diſpoſition of their 
Hearts they would gladly embrace the Truth, if 
they could find it out, in ſpite of all Oppoſition of 
Intereſt, Paſſion, &c. But if this Error of their 
Conſcience be not invincible, but ſuch as they might 
diſcover, if they were in earneſt, in a Matter of ſo 
great a Conſequence ; their Conſcience will not ex- 
cuſe them, no more than St. Paul's, whilſt out of 
blind Zeal he perſecuted the Church; or the mi- 
ſtaken Conſcience of the Jeus, when putting the 
Diſciples of Chr:/# to death they thought they did 
a Service to God, John xvi. v. 2.

She ts the Ring- 
dom of Chriſt which ſhall never be deſtroyed, Dan. ii. 
D. 44. Therefore the true Church of Chri/t can be 
no other than the Catholicł, which alone has always 
had a viſible Being in the World ever ſince CHriff's 
Time: Not the Proteſtant, nor any other modern Sect, 
which only came into the World fincethe Year 1500. 


For thoſe that came into the World 1500 Years af- 


ter Chri/?, came into the World 1500 Years too 
late to be the Religion or Church of Chriſt. 
 2dly, The true Church of Chri/?, in virtue of the 
Promiſes both of the Old and New Teſtament, was to 
continue pure and holy in her Doctrine and Terms 
of Communion in all Ages even to the End of the 
World, as we have ſeen Sect.

Q. Do you look upon the Scripture to be clear and 
plain in all Points neceſſary; that is, in all ſuch Points 
wherein our Salvation is fo far concern'd, that the 
miſunderſtanding and miſinterpreting of it may endan- 


ger our eternal Welfare? 


A. No: Becauſe St. Peter aſſures us, 2. Pet. iii. 
D. 16. That in St. Paul's Epiſtles there are ſome 
things hard to be underſtood, which they that are un- 
learned and unſtabie wreſt, as they do ali the other 2 


ſeriptures, to their ewn deftruction. 


Q. How then is this Danger to be avaided ? 
A. By taking the Meaning and Interpretation of 
the Scripture from the ſame Hand, from which we 
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received the Book itſelf, that is, from the Church. 

Q. Why may not every particular Chriſtian have 
Liberty to interpret the Scripture according to his own 
private Fudgment, without regard to the Interpreta- 
lion ofethe Church? 

A. %, Becauſe no prophecy of the ſcripture is of 
private interpretation, 2 Pet. i. v. 20. 2dly, Becauſe 
as Men's Judgments are as different as their Faces, 
ſach Liberty as this muſt needs produce as many Re- 
ligions almoſt as Men. Za, Becauſe Chri/? has left 
his Church and her Paſtors and Teachers to be our 
Guides in all Controverſies relating to Religion, and 
conſequently in the underſtanding of holy Writ. 
Eph. iv. v. 11, 12, &c. He gave ſome apoſtles, and 


foe prophets, and ſome evangeliſis, and ſome paſtors 


and teachers, for the perſecting of the ſaints, for the 
<vork of the miniſtry, for the ediß ing of the body of 
Chriſt, till we all come in the unity of the faith and 
&f the knowledge of the Son of God unto a perfect 

an, unto the meaſure of the flature of the fulneſs 
of Chriſt. That we henceforih be no more children toſ- 


jed to and fro, and carried about with every wind of 


dectrine, by the ught$pcf men and cunning craſtineſs, 
whereby they lie in wait to deceive; but ſpeaking the 
truth in love, may grow up into him in all things which 
7s the head, ven Chriſt. Hence St. Fohn, in his firſt 
Epiſtle, Chap. iv. v. 6. gives us this Rule, for the 
trying of Spirits. He that 'hnoweth God, heareth 
2s; [the Paſtors of the Church] he that is not of 
God, heareth not us : by this we know the owe of 
truth, and the ſpirit of error. 

Q. Why does the Church, in her Prof Non of Faith, 
oblige * Children never to take or interpret the 
Scripture otherwiſe than according to the unanimous 
Conſent of the holy Fathers © 

A. To arm them againſt Danger of Novelty 
and Error: Proverbs xxii. v. 28. Remove not the 


ancient land-mark which thy fathers have ſet.

SecT. 2. Of Apoſtolical and Eccleſi aſtical 


Tradlitions. 


Q. I bat do you mean by Apoſtolical Traditions? 

A. All ſuch Points of Faith or Church Diſcipline 
which were taught or eſtabliſh'd by the Apoſties, and 
have carefully been preſerved in the Church ever ſince. 

What Difference is there between Apoltokcal 
and Eccleſiaſtical Traditions? 

A. The Difference is this, that Apgſtolical Trad; 
tions are thoſe which had their Origin or Inſtitution 
from the Apoſtles: Such-as Infants Baptiſm, the 
Lord's Day, receiving the Sacrament faſting, &c. 
Eccleſi aftical Traditions are ſuch as had their Inſtitu- 
tion from the Church, as Holidays and Faſts or- 
dain'd by the Church. 

Q. How are we to know what Traditions are 
truly Apoſtolical and.what not? 

A. In the ſame Manner and by the ame Aud 
ty by which we know what Scriptures are Apoſtolical, 
and what not: I hat is, by the Authority of the A- 
poſtolick Church guided by the unerring Spirit of God. 

Q. But why ſhould not the Scripture alone be the 
Rule of our Faith, without having Recuurſe to Apoſta- 
lical Traditions? 

A. 1. Becauſe, without the Help of Apoſtolical 
Tradition, we cannot ſo much as tell what is Scrip- 
ture and what is not. 2. Becauſe Infants Baptiſm 
and ſeveral other neceſſary Articles ate either not at 
all contain'd in Scripture, or at leaſt are not plain in . i 
the Scripture without the Help of Fradition. 7 9 

Q. What Scripture can you bring in favour of 
Tradition? 

A. Therefore brethren fland faſt, and bold the tra- 
ditions, which ye have been taught, whether by word 
or our epiſtle, 2 Theſſ. ii. v. 15, As thy faiber, 
and he will ena thee, thy elders, and they will tell 
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thee, Deut. xxxii. v. 7. See ops . 9,7; 


x Cor, xi, v. 2. 2 Theſl. 6. 2 Tim. i. 
. . v. 2. C. ni. 14. 


SEC r. 3. Of the Ordinances and Conſtitutions 
of the Church. 


Q. Ny ds you make Profeſſion of admitting and. 
entbracing all the Ordinances and C onflitutions of the 
Church? 

A. Becauſe Chriſi has fo commanded. He that 
Seareth you, heareth me, and, he that defhiſeth you, de- 
Hijetß me, Luke x. v. 16. As my Father hath ſent 
me, oven fo I ſend you, John xx. v. 21. Hence St. 
Paul, Heb. xiii. v. 17. tells us, Obey them that have 
2 Re” over yn and ſubmit yourſelves. Me , 

Q. My does the Church command ſo many Holi 
zo be kept ? Is it not enough to keep the Sunday holy © 

A. God in the old Law did not think it enough to 
3ppoint the weekly Sabbath, which was the Saturday - 
But alſo ordain'd feveral other Feſtivals, as that of the 
Paſſover, in Memory of the Delivery of his People 
from the Egyptian Bondage, that of the Yeeks or 
Pentecoſt, that of Talernacles, &c. and the Church 
has done the fame in the new Law, to celebrate the 
Memory of the chief Myſteries of our Redemption, 
and to bleſs God in his Saints. And in this, Prots/- 
tants ſeem to agree with us, by appointing almoſt all 
the ſame Holidays in their Common: Prayer-Book., 

II it not ſaid inthe Law, Exod. xx. v. 9. Six 
days "ſhalt thou labour and do all thy work, &c. 
A then ſhould the Church n from this Part of * 
the Commandment © 

AJ. "Vis was to be underſtood in Caſe no Holiday 
came in the Week-; otherwiſe the Law would con- 
tradict itſelf, when in the 23d Chap. of Leviticus it 
appoints ſo many other Holidays beſides the Sabbath, 
with

Q. As to fufting Days, 45 you lobk __ it / 22 to 
eat Meat on thiſe Days without Neceſfity ? 

A. Ves: Becauſe it is a Sin to diſobey the Church; 
If he neglect to hear the church let him be to thee as 
a heathen and a publican, Matt. xviii. v. 17. 
Qi. Does not Chriſt /ay, Matt. xv. v. 11. That 
which goeth into the Mouth doth not defile a Man? 

A. True: *Tis not any Uncleanneſs in the Meat, 
as many ancient Hereticks imagin'd, or any Dirt 
or Duſt which may ſtick to it by eating it with- 
out firſt waſhing the Hands (of which Caſe our 
Lord ſpeaks in the Text here quoted) which can de- 
file the Soul: For every Creature of God is good, 
and whatſoever corporal Filth enters in at the Mouth 
is caſt forth into the Draught: But that which de- 
files the Soul when a Perton 'eats Meat on a faſting 
Day is the Diſobedience of the Heart, in tranſgreſſing 
the Precept of the Church of God. In like manner 
when Adam eat of the forbidden Fruit, it was not 
the Apple which entered in by the Mouth, but the 
Diſobedience to the Law of God which defiled him.

Q. How de you prove that this Commiſſion given 
to the Apoſtles of baptizing all Nations, is to be un- 
derſtood of Baptiſm adminiſter d in Water? 
A. From the Belief and Practice of the Church 
of Chriſt in all Ages, and of the Apottles them- 
ſelves; who adminiſter'd Baptiſm in Water: Acts 
viii. v. 36, 38. See here is water, ſaid the Eunuch 
to St. Philip, what does hinder me to be baptized ---=- 
and they went down both into the water, both Philip 
and the Eunuch; and he baptized him. Acts x. 
v. 47, 48. Can any man forbid water, ſaid St. Pe- 
ter, that theſe ſhould not be baptized which have re- 
cerued the Holy Ghoſt as well as we © And he command - 
ed them to be baptized in the name of the Lord. 

Q. What do you mean by Confirmation ? 

A. Confirmation is a Sacrament, wherein by the 
Invocation of the Holy Ghoſt, and Impoſition of 
theBiſhop's Hands with the Unction of Holy Chriſm, 
a Perſon receives the Grace of the H. Ghoſt, and a 
Strength in order to the Profeſſing of his Faith. 

Q. What Scripture have you for Confirmation? 

A. Acts viii. v. 15, 17. Where Peter and John con- 
firm'd the Samaritans. They pray'd for them that they 
might receive the Holy Ghoſt --- Then laid they their 
hands on them, and they receiv'd the Holy Ghoſt. 

Q. What Scripture have you for the Euchariſt or 
Supper of the Lord?

Q. How do you prove from the Texts above quoted 
of John xx. v. 22, 23. and Matt. xvii; v. 18. 
the Neceſſity of the Faithful confeſſing their Sins to the 
Paſtors of the Church, in order to obtain the Abſolution- 
and Romiſjion of them © 

A. Becauſe in the Text above quoted Chri/? has 
made the Paſtors of his Church his Judges in the 
Court of Conſcience, with Commiſſion and Authori- 
ty to bind er tolocſe, to forgive or to retain Sins, accord- 
ing o the Merits of the Cauſe, and the Diſpoſition 
of the Penitents. Now as no Judge can paſs Sentence 

with- 
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without having a, full Knowledge of the Cauſe; which 
cannot be had in this Kind of Cauſes, which regard 
Mens Conſciences, but by their own Confeſſion; it 7 
clearly follows, that he who has made the Paſtors of 
his Church, the Judges of Mens Conſciences, has 
alſo laid an Obligation upon the Faithful to lay open 
the State of their Conſciences to them, if they hope 
to have their Sins remitted. Nor would our Lord 
have given to his Church the Power of retaining 
Sins, much leſs. the keys of the kingdom of heaven, 
Matt. xvi. v. 19. if fuch Sins as exclude Men from 
the Kingdom of Heaven might be remitted inde- 
pendently of the Keys of the Church. 

Have you any other Texts of Scripture 105 ch 
favour the Catholick Doctrine and Practice of Con- 
Jeffion 2 | 

” "4 We find in the old Law. which was a 
Figure of the Law of Chr: u, that ſuch as were in- 
fected with the Leproſy, which was a Figure of 
Sin, were obliged to * themſelves to the Prieſts, 
and ſubject —ͤ— to their Judgment. See Lev. 
xiii. and xiv. and Matt. viii. v. 4. Which, according 
to the holy Fathers, was an Emblem of the Confeſ- 
ſion of Sins in the Sacrament of Penance. And in 
the ſame Law a ſpecial Confeſſion of Sins was 
expreſly preſcribed, Numb. v. v. 6, 7.

Do this in remembrance of me, To which + 
he added, after his Reſurrection, the Power of for- 
giving the Sins of the Penitent, John xx. v. 22, 23. 

Q. What Scripture Proof have you that Holy Or- 
ders give Grace to thoſe that receive them worthily? 

A. The Words of St. Paw to Timothy, whom 
he had ordain'd Prieſt by Impoſition of Hands.

which is in thee by the putting on of my hands; and 
1 Tim. iv. v. 14.

Q. When was Matrimony in/lituted © |

Q. Why does the Church not allow of the Marriage

A. Becauſe, upon their entering into Holy Orders, 
they make a Vow or ſolemn Promiſe to God and 
the Church to live continently ; now the Breach of 
ſuch a Vow as this would be a great Sin ; witneſs 
St. Paul, 1 Tim. v. v. II, 22. where ſpeaking of 


Widows that are for marrying after having made 


ſuch a Vow as this, he ſays, they have damnation 
becauſe they have caſt off their firft faith, that is, 
their ſolemn Engagement made to God. 

Q. But why does the Church receive none to Holy 
Orders, but thoſe that make this Nous? 

A. Becauſe ſhe does not think it proper, that they, 
who by their Office and Functions ought to be 
wholly devoted to the Service of God, and the Care 
of Souls, ſhould be diverted from theſe Duties by

Q. II hat Proof have you for this? 

A. Becauſe, as we have ſeen in the foregoing 
Chapter, the Bread by Conſecration is truly and 
really changed into the Body of Chriſt, and the 
Wine into his Blood: Now both Faith and Reaſon 
tell us, that the living Body of the Son of God 
cannot be without his Blood, nor his Blood without 
his Body: Nor his Body and Blood without his Soul 
and Divinity. Tis true, he ſhed his Blood for us 
in his Paſſion ; and his Soul at his Death was parted 
from his Body: But now he is riſen from the Dead 
immortal and impaſſible, and can ſhed his Blood no 
more, nor die any more, Chrift being raiſed from 
the dead, ſays the Apoſtle, Rom. vi. v. 9. dieth no 
more ; diet hath no more Dominion over bim. 
Therefore whoſoever receives the Body of Chriſi, 
receives Chriſt himſelf whole and entire; there Is no 
receiving him by Parts. 

Q. But does not Chriſt ſay, John K . 2 Ex- 5 
cept ye eat the fleſh of the Son of man, and drink il 
his blood, ye have no life in you :

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A. True. But according to the Catholick Doc- 
trine we do this, tho' we receive under one Kind- 


alone, becauſe under either Kind we receive both 


the Body and Blood of Chri/t : Whereas our Ad- 
verſaries that make this Objection receive neither one 
nor the other, but only a little Bread and Wine. 

Beſides, this Objection does not ſound well in Pro- 
teſtants Mouths, becauſe they ſay thoſe Words of 
Chrift were not ſpoken of the Sacrament, but only:

How: do you prove, that thoje Words are not to + 
be under/tood 42 Command directed to all Chriſtians ? 

A. Becauſe the Church of Chr:/#, which is the 
beſt Interpreter of his Word, never underſtood them 
ſo; and therefore from the very Beginning, on ma- 
ny Occafiens, ſhe gave the Holy Communion in 
one Kind, tor inſtance to Children, to the Sick, to 
the Faithful i in Time of Perſecution, to be carried 
Home with them, Cc. as appears from the moſt 5 
certain Monuments of Antiquity. - 

Q. But are not the Faithful thus deprived of a 
great Part of the Grace-of this Sacrament © | 

A. No; becauſe under one Kind they receive 
the ſame as they would do under both; inaſmuch as 
they receive Chriſt himſelf whole and entire, the 
Author and Fountain of all Graces: | ; 

Q.: Why then fhould the Prieſt in the Maſs re. 
ceive in both Kinds any more iban the reſt af the 
Faithful? 

A. Becauſe the Maſs being a Sacrifice, in e 
by the Inſtitution of our Lord; the ſhedding of his 
Blood and his Death was to be in a lively manner

Ny does the Church celebrate the Mafs in the

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A. Ji, Becauſe it is the ancient Language of the 
Church uſed in the publick Liturgy in all Ages in 
the weſtern Parts of the World. 24h, For a 
greater Uniformity in the publick Worſhip; that ſo 
a ** in whatſoever Country he chances to be, 
may ſtill find the Liturgy perform'd in the fame 


Manner and in the ſame Language to which he is 


accuſtom'd at home. 3dly, To avoid the Changes 
which all vulgar Languages are daily expoſed to. 
4thly, Becauſe the Maſs being a Sacrifice which the 
Prieſt as Miniſter of Chriſt is to offer; and the 
Prayers of the Maſs being moſtly fitted for this 
End, it is enough that they be in-a Language which 
he underſtands. Nor is this any wäys injurious to 
the People, who are inſtructed to accompany him in 


every Part of this Sacrifice by Prayers accommo- 


dated to their Devotion, which they have in their 
ordinary Prayer- Books. 

Q. What is the beſt Manner of leona Maſs * 

A. The Maſs being inſtituted for a ſtanding Ne- 
morial of Chriſt's Death and Paſſion, and being in 
Subſtance the ſame Sacrifice as that which Chriſt of- 
fer' d upon the Croſs, becauſe both the Prieſt and the 
Victim is the ſame Jeſus Chriſt; there can be no 


better Manner of bearing Maſs than by meditating on 


the Death and Paſſion of. Chriſi there repreſented; 
and putting one's ſelf in the ſame Diſpoſitions of 
Faith, Love, Repentance, &c. as we ſhould have 
endeavour'd to excite in ourſelves had we been pre- 
ſent at his Paſſion and Death on Mount Calvary ? 


Q. What are the Ends for which this Sacrifice is 


offer d ta God? 

A, Principally theſe four, which both Prieſt and 
People ought to have in View. 1. For God's own Ho- 
nour and Glory, 2. In T hankſgiving for all his Bleſ- 
iings conferr'd on us thro* Jeſus Chriſt our Lord. 
3. In Satisfaction for our Sins thro* his Blood. 4. For

en, T is the Docbrin- of the Church, as to 
this Point 

A. We conſtantly hold, that there is a Purgatory ;- 
end that the Souls therein detain'd: are helped by the 
Suffrages of the Faithful: That is, by the Prayers 
and Alms offer'd for. them, and principally by the 
holy Sacrifice of the Maſs. | 

Q. What do you mean by Purgatory" Fd 

A. A middle State of Souls which depart this Life 
in God's Grace, yet not without ſome leſſer Stains or 
Guilt of Puniſhment, which retards them from en- 
tering. Heaven. But as to the particular Place where 
theſe Souls ſuffer, or the Quality of the Torments 
which they ſuffer, the Church has decided nothing. 

Q. What Sort of Chriſtians then go to Purgatory © 

A. Ii, Such as die guilty of leſſer Sins, which we 

commonly call Venial; as many Chriſtians do, who, 
either by ſudden Death or otherwiſe, are taken out 
of this Life before they have repented for theſe or- 
dinary Failings. 24ly, Such as having been former- 
ly guilty of greater Sins, have not made ful] Satis- 
faction for them to the divine Juſtice. 

Q. Hhy as you ſay, that thoſe who die guilty of” 
leſſer Sins go ts Purgatory? 

A. Becauſe ſuch as depart this Life before they: 


have repented for theſe venial Frailties and Imper- _ 


fections, cannot be ſuppoſed to be condemn'd to the- 
eternal Forments of Hell, - ſince the Sins of which 
they are guilty are but ſmall, which even God's 

beſt Servants are more or leſs liable to. Nor can- 
they go ſtrait to Heaven in this State, becauſe the 
Scripture aſſures us, Revel.. xxi. v. 27. There 


ſhall in no wiſe enter thither any thing that deſiletb. 
Now- 
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Now every Sin, be it ever ſo ſmall, certainly de- 
fileth the Soul. Hence our Saviour ch us, that 
we are to render an Account even for every idle 
word, Mat. xii. v. 36. 

Q. Upon what then do you ground your Belief” of 
Purgatory ? 

A. Upon Scripture, Tradition and Reaſon. 

Q. How upon Scripture ® © 

A. Becauſe the Scripture in many Places aſſures 
us, that God will render to every one according to his 
works, Pf. Ixii. 5. 12. Mat. xvi. v. 27. Rom. ii. 
V. 6. Revel. xxii. v. 12, Now this would not be 
true, if there were no ſuch Thing as Purgatory; 
for how would God render to every one according 
to his Works, if ſuch as die in the Guilt of any 
even the leaſt Sin, which they have not taken care 
to blot out by Repentance, would nevertheleſs go 
ſtrait to Heaven? 

Have you any other Text which the Fathers and 
Eccle 7 zaſtical Mriters interpret of Purgatory? 

A. Les, 1 Cor. iii. v. 13, 14, 15. Every man's 
work ſhall be made manifeſt. For the day ſhall declare 
it, becauſe it ſhall be reveal d by fire. And the fire ſhall 
try every man's work of what ſort it is. 1f any man's 
work abide which he hath built thereupon | that is, upon 
the Foundation, which is Jeſus Christ, v. 11. ] Be 
ſhall receive a reward, If any man's work ſball be 
burnt, he ſhall ſuffer Iſs: BUT HE HIMSELF SHALL 
BE SAVED, YET so AS BY FIRE. From which 
Text it appears, that ſuch as both in their Faith, 
and in the Practice of their Lives, have ſtuck to the 
Foundation, which is Fe/us Chriſi, ſo as not to for- 
feit his Grace by mortal Sin; tho' they have other- 
wiſe been guilty of great Imperfections, by building 
Mood, Hay and Stubble (v. 12.) upon this Founda- 
tion; it appears, I ſay, that ſuch as theſe, according 
to the Apoſtle, mult paſs thro' a fiery Trial, at 
the Time that _ man's work ſhall be made mani- 
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3 which is not till the next Life ; and that they 


ſhall be /aved indeed, © ws 9 as by Fire, that is, by 
paſſing firſt thro' Purga 53 
2dly, Mat. v. v. 25, 26. Agree wich thine a. 
fary quickly, whil/? thou art in the way with him : Left 
at any time the adverſary deliver thee to the judge, 
and the judge deliver thee to the officer, and thou be 
caſt into priſon, Verily, I ſay unto thee, thou ſhalt by 
no means come out thence till thou haſt paid the uttermoſt 
farthing. Which Text St. Cyprian, one of the 
moſt ancient Fathers, underſtands of the Priſon of 
Purgatory, Epiſi. _ ad Antonianum, 
349, Mat. xii. v. 32. YYhoſcever ſpeaketh againſt 
the Holy Ghoſt, it ſhall not be forgiven him, neither 
in this world, neither in the world to come. Which 
laſt Words plainly imply, that ſome Sins which 
are not forgiven in this World may be forgiven in 
the World to come: Otherwiſe why ſhould our 
Saviour make any mention of Forgiveneſs in the 
World to come? Now if there may be Forgive- 
neſs of Sins in the World to come, there muſt be 
a Purgatory ; for in Hell there is no F orgiveneſs, 
and in Heaven no Sin. 
Beſides, a middle Place is atfo imply'd, I Pei. iii. 
v. 18, 19, 20. where Chrift is ſaid by his Spirit to 
have gone and preach'd to the ſpirits in priſon which 
' ſome time were difobedient, &c, Which Priſon could 
be no other than Purgatory : For as to the Spirits 
that were in the Priſon of Hell, Chr:/? certainly did 
not go to preach to them. 
Q. How do you ground the Belief * Purgatory 
upon Tradition © | . 
A. Becauſe both the Fewh Church long before 
our Saviour's Coming, and the Chriſtian Church 
from the very Beginning in all Ages and all Nations, 
have ofter'd Prayers and Sacrifice for the Repoſe and 
Relief of the Faithful departed : As appears in regard 
to the Fews from 2 Macchab, xii. where this Practice 
| is 
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is approv'd of, which Books of Machabees, the 
Church, ſays St. Auguſtin, L. 18. de Civ. Dei, c. 
36, accounts canonical, tho' the Zews do not. And 
in regard to the Chriſtian Church, the ſame 1s evi- 


dent from all the Fathers, and the moſt an- 


cient Liturgies. Now ſuch Prayers as theſe evi- 
dently imply the Belief of a Purgatory : For Souls 


in Heaven ſtand in no need of our Prayers, and 


thoſe in Hell cannot be better'd by them. | 
Q. How do you ground the Belief of Purgatory 


upon Reaſon ? 


A, Becauſe Reaſon clearly teaches theſe two 


Things. I/½, That all and every Sin, how ſmall 
ſoever, deſerves Puniſhment. 249, that ſome Sins 
are ſo ſmall, either through the Levity of the Mat- 
ter, or for want of full Deliberation in the Action, 
as not to deſerve eternal Puniſhment. From whence 
it is plain, that beſides the Place of eternal Puniſh- 


ment, which we call Hell, there muſt be alſo a Place 


of temporal Puniſhment for ſuch as die in little Sins, 
and this we call Purgatory.

having highly honoured him, are now highly ho- 


noured by him, as he has promis'd, 1 Sam. ii. v. 30. 
Them that honour me 1 will honour. r 

2dly, Becauſe they have received from their Lord 
moſt eminent and ſupernatural Gifts of Grace and 
Glory, which make them truly worthy of our Ho- 
nour and Veneration, and therefore we give it them 
as their due, according to that of the Apoſtle, Rom, 
Xiil. v. 7. Honour to whom honour is due. 
Za, Becauſe the Angels of God are our Guar- 
dians, Tutors and Governors; as appears from 
many Texts of Scripture, - Pf, xci. v. 11, 12. He 
ſhall give his angels charge over thee to keep thee in all 
thy ways : they fball bear thee up in their hands, left 


thou daſh thy foot againſt a ſtone, Mat. xviii. v. 10. 
Take heed that ye deſpiſe not one of theſe little ones ; 


or 1 ſay unto you, that in heaven their angels do al- 


ways behold the face of my Pather that is in heaven. 


Heb. i. v. 14. Are they not all miniſtring ſpirits, 


ſent forth to miniſter for them who ſhall be heirs of ſal- 
vation, *Tis therefore evidently the Will of God 
that we ſhould have a religious Veneration for theſe 
heavenly Guardians. Exodus xxiii. v. 20, 21. Be- 
hold I ſend an angel before thee to keep thee in the way, 
and to bring thee into the place which ] have prepared: 
beware of him, aud obey his voice, provoke him nets 
or my name is in him. | 
4thly, Becauſe God has promis'd to his Saints a 


Power over all Nations, Rev. ii. v. 26, 27. 0 
Zat 
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that overcometh and keepeth my words unto the end, to 
him will I give power over the nations, and he hall 


rule them with a rod of iron---even as I received of 


_ my Father. Rev. v. v. 10, Thou haſt made us unto 
our God kings and prieſts, and we ſhall reign on the 
earth, "Therefore all Nations ought to honour the 
Saints, as having receiv'd from God this kingly Pow- 
er over them. 

5thly, Becauſe we have Inſtances in Scripture of 
Honour and Veneration paid to the Angels by the 
Servants of God: See Zgſhua v. v. 14, 15. 


Gt hh, Becauſe the Church in all Ages has paid 
this Honour and Veneration to the Saints by erecting 


Churches and keeping Holidays in their Memory : 


A Practice which the Engliſh Proteſtants have alſo f 


retain'd. 


Q. Do you then worſhip the Angels and Saints as 


Gods, or give them the honour that belongs to G od alone? 


A. No, God forbid: For this would be a high 


Treaſon againſt his divine Majeſty. 
What is the *Difference between the Honour 


kid you give to God, and that which you give td the 


Saints? 


A. There is no Compariſon between the one Ry | 


the other. We honour God with a ſoveraign Ho- 


nour, as the ſupreme Lord and Creator of all Things, 


as our firſt Beginning and our laſt End: We believe 
in him alone; we hope in him alone; we love him 


above all Things. To him alone we pay our Ho- 


mage of divine Adoration, Praiſe and Sacrifice: But 


as for the Saints and Angels, we only reverence them 
with an inferior Honour, as belonging to him, for his 


fake, and upon Account of the Gifts which they have + 


received from him. 
Q. Do * not give a particular Honour to the Vir- 
gin Mary? 
4. Yes we do, by reaſon of her eminent Dignity 
of Mother of God, for which all * ſball fir 
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her bleſſed, Luke i. v. 48. As alfo by reaſon of 
that Fulneſs of Grace which ſhe enjoyed in this Life, 
and the ſublime Degree of Glory to which ſhe is 
raiſed in Heaven. But ftill even this Honour which 
we give to her is infinitely inferior to that which we 
pay to God, to whom ſhe is indebted for all her 
Dignity, Grace and Glory,

34iy, Becauſe we profeſs in the Creed the Commu- 
nion of Saints; and St. Paul, Heb. xii. v. 22, 23, 
24, {peaking to the Children of the Church of Chr, 
tells them, that they have a Fellowſhip with the 
Saints in Heaven ; You are come unto mount Sion, and 
unto the city of the living God, the heavenly Feruſalem, 
and to an innumerable company of angels, to the gene- 
ral aſſembly and Church of the fir/t-born which are 
written in heaven, and to the ſpirits of juſt men made 
Perfect, and to Jeſus the Mediator, Sc. Therefore 
the Children of the Church of Ghri# upon Earth

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are Fellow- members with the Saints in Heaven of 
the ſame Body under the ſame Head which is Chriſt 
Zeſus. Hence the ſame Apoſtle, Galat. iv. v. 26. 
calls the heavenly Feruſalem our Mother; and, Epheſ. 
ii. 9. 19. tells us, that we are fellow- citizens with the 
ſaints, Therefore the Saints in Heaven have a Care 
and Solicitude for us as being Members of the fame 
Body, it being the Property of the Members of the 
ſame Body to be ſolicitous for one another, 1 Cor. 
xii, d. 25, 26, Conſequently the Saints in Heaven 
pray for us. : 
4thly, Becauſe, according to the Doctrine of the 
Apoſtle, 1 Cor. xiii. v. 8. it is the Property of the 
Virtue of Charity not to be loſt in Heaven, as Faith 
and Hope are there loſt ; Charity, ſaith St. Paul, 
never faileth. On the contrary, this heavenly Virtue - 
is pertected in Heaven, where by ſeeing God Face to 
Fae the Soul is inflamed with a moſt ardent Love 
for God, and for his ſake loves exceedingly his 
Children, her Brethren here below : How then can 
the Saints in Heaven, having ſo perfect a Charity 
for us, not pray for us, ſince the very firſt Thing 
that Charity prompts a Perſon to do, is to ſeek to 
ſuccour and aſſiſt thoſe whom he lovey ?. 
5rhly, Becauſe we find, Luke xvi. v. 27, 28. 
the rich Glutton in Hell petitioning in favour of 
his five Brethren here upon Earth: How much 
more are we to believe, that the Saints in Heaven : 
interceed for their Brethren here ? 
6thly, Becauſe, Revel. vi. v. 10: the Souls of the 
Martyrs pray for Juſtice againſt their Perſecutors who 
had put them to death: How much more do they 
pray for Mercy for the faithful Children of the Church? 
7thly, In fine, Becauſe our Lord, Luke xvi. v. q. 
tells us, make to yourſelves friends of the mammon 1 
unrighteouſneſs ; that when ye fail, they may receive 
you into everlaſting habitations. Where he gives us to 
underſtand, that the Servants of God, whom we 


5 have 


42 The GROUNDS of 
have help'd by our Alms, after themſelves have 
got to Heaven, help and aſſiſt us to enter into that 
everlaſting Kingdom. 


SECT. 3. Of the Invocation of Saints. 


Q. What do you mean by the Invocation of Saints © 

A. T mean ſuch Petitions or Requeſts as are made 
to deſire their Prayers and Interceſſion for us, 

Q. Do Catholicks pray to Saints? 

A. If by praying to Saints, you mean addreſſing 
ourſelves to them as to the Authors or Diſpoſers of 
Grace and Glory, or, in ſuch Manner as to ſug- 
poſe that they have any Power to help us indepen- 
dently of God's good Will and Pleaſure, we don't 
pray to them : But condemn all ſuch Addreſſes as 
fuperſtitious and impious. But if, by praying 10 
Saints, you mean no more than deſiring them to 
pray to God for us, in this Senſe we hold it both 
good and profitable to pray to the Saints. 

Q. How do you prove, that it is good and profitable 
10 deſire the Saints and Angels in Heaven 10 pray 
Zo Cod for us © 

A. Becauſe it is good and Waben to deſire the 
Servants of God here upon Earth to pray for us: 
For the prayer of a righteous man availeth much, 
James v. v. 16. Moſes by his Prayers obtained 
Mercy for the Children's of J <A Exod. xxxii. v. 11, 
14. And Samuel by _ ravers defeated the Phi- 
lines, 1 Samuel vii. v. 8, 9, 10. Hence St. Paal 
in almoſt all his Epiſtles deſires the Faithful to pray 
for him, Rom. xv. v. 30. Eph. vi. v. 18, 19. 1Theſſ., 
v. v. 25, Heb, xiii. v. 13. And God himſelf, Job 
xlii. v. 8. commanded Eliphax and his two Friends 

o go to Job, that Jab ſhould pray for them, promi- 


ing to accept of his Prayers. Now if it be accept- 


able to God, and good and profitable to ourſelves, 
to ſeek the Prayers and Interceſſion of God's Ser- 


vants here on Earth; mult it not be much more fo

to ſeek the Prayers and Interceſſion of the Saints in 
Heaven; ſince both their Charity for us, and their 
Credit and Intereſt with God, is much greater now 
than when they were here upon Earth? 
Q. But does it not argue a want of Confidence in 
the infinite Goodneſs of God, and the ſuperabounding 
Merits of Jeſus Chriſt our Redeemer, to addreſs our- 
ſelves to the Saints for their Prayers and Interceſſion ? 
A. No more than to addreſs ourſelves to our Bre- 
thren here below, as Proteſtants do when they deſire 
the Prayers of the Congregation ; ſince we deſire no 
more of the Saints than what we deſire of our Bre- 
thren here below, vz. that they would pray for us, 
and with us, to the infinite Goodneſs of God, who is 
both our Father and their Father, our Lord and their 
Lord, by the Merits of his Son Jeſus Chri/t, who is 
both our Mediator and their Mediator, For tho” the 
Goodneſs of God and the Merit: of Chri/# be in fi- 
nite, yet as this is not to exempt us from frequent 
Prayer for ourſelves, ſo much recommended in Scrip- 
ture, ſo *tis no Reaſon for our being backward in 
feeking the Prayers of others, whether in Heaven 
or Earth, that ſo God may have the Honour, and 
we the Benefit, of ſo many more Prayers. | 
Q. But is there no Danger, by acting thus, of giving 
to the Saints the Honour which belongs to God alone? 
A. No; *tis evident, that to deſire the Prayers and 
Interceſſion of the Saints is by no means giving them 
5 an Honour which belongs to God alone: So far from 
it, that it would even be a Blaſphemy to beg of God 
5; , to pray for us; becauſe whoſoever deſires any one to 
> BB pray for him for the obtaining of a Grace or Bleſſing, 
ſuppoſes the Perſon to whom he thus addreſſes him- 
ſelf to be inferior and dependent of ſome other by 
whom this Grace or Blefling is to be beſtowed. 
Q. Have you any Reaſon to think that the Saints 
and Angels have any Knowledge of your Addreſſes or 
Petitions made to them? 
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A. Yes, we have. I/, Becauſe our Lord aſſures 
us, Luke xv. v. 10. That there is joy in the preſence of 
the angels of God, over one ſinner that repenteth, For 
if they rejoice at our Repentance, conſequently they 
have a Knowledge of our Repentance; and if they 
have a Knowledge of our Repentance, what Reaſon 
can we have to doubt of their knowing our Petitions 
alſo? And what is here ſaid of the Angels is alſo to be 
underſtood of the Saints, of whom our Lord tells us, 
Luke xx. v. 36. that they are equal unto the angels, 
2dly, Becauſe the Angels of God, who, as we 
have already ſeen, are our Guardians, are always 
amongſt us, and therefore cannot be ignorant of our 
Requeſts; eſpecially ſince, as we have alſo ſeen from 
Kev. v. v. 8. and viii. v. 4. both Angels and Saints 
offer up our Prayers before the Throne of God, and 
therefore muſt needs know them, © 
344, Becauſe it appears from Rev. xi. v. 15. 
and Rev. xix. v. 1 and 2. that the Inhabitants 
of Heaven know what paſſeth upon Earth. Hence 
St. Paul, 1 Cor. iv. v. 9. ſpeaking of himſelf and 
his Fellow-Apoſtles, ſaith, We are made a ſpectacle 
unto the world, and to angels, and to men. 
4thly, We cannot ſuppoſe that the Saints and An- 
gels, who enjoy the Light of Glory, can be igno- 
rant of ſuch Things, as the Prophets and Servants 
of God in this World have often known by the 
Light of Grace, and even the very Devils by the 
Light of Nature alone: Since the Light of Glory is 
ſo much more perfect than the Light of Grace or 
Nature, according to the Apoſtle, 1 Cor. xiii. v. 12. 
For now we ſee through a glaſs darkly ; but then face to 
face + now ] know in part; but then ſhall I know even 
as alſo I am known :. That is, by a moſt perfect 
Knowledge. Hence, 1 John iii. v. 2. it is written, 
we ſhall be like him (God) for we ſhall ſee him as he is. 
Now it is certain, that the Servants of God in this 
World, by a ſpecial Light of Grace, have often known

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Things that paſs'd at a great Diftance, as Eliſba, 
2 Kings v. knew what paſs'd between Naaman and 
* his Servant Gehazz, and 2 Kings vi. what was done in 
the King of Syria his private Chamber, Tis alſo 
certain, that the Devils, by the mere Light of Nature, 
know what paſſes amongſt us, as appears by the Cor- 
reſpondence they hold with Magicians, and by their be- 
ing our Accuſers, Rev, xii. v. 10. Therefore we can- 
not reaſonably queſtion, but that the Saints in Heaven 
know the Petitions which we addreſs unto them. 
5thly, In fine, becauſe it is weak Reaſoning to 
argue from our corporal Hearing (the Object of 
which being Sound, that is, a Motion or Undulation 
of the Air, cannot reach beyond a certain Diſtance) 
to the Hearing of Spirits, which is independent on 
Sound, and conſequently independent of Diſtance: 
Tho' the Manner of it be hard enough to explicate 
to thoſe who know no other Hearing but that of the 
corporal Ear. | 

Q. Have you any other Warrant in Scripture for 
the Invocation of Angels and Saints? 

A. Yes; we have the Example of God's beſt 
Servants. Thus Jacob, Gen. xlviii. v. 15, 16. 
begs the Bleſſing of his Angel Guardian for his two 
Grandſons, Ephraim and Manaſſeh, God before 
whom my fathers Abraham and 1ſaac did walk, the 
God which fed me all my life long until this Day, the 
angel which redeemed me from all evil, bleſs the lads. 
The ſame Jacob, Hoſea xii. v. 4. wept and made 
ſupplication to an angel. And St. John, Rev. i. v. 4. 
Writing to the ſeven Churches of Aſia, petitions for 
the Interceſſion of the ſeven chief Angels in their 
Favour. Grace be unto you and peace from him, which 
15, and which was, and which is to come, and from 
the ſeven ſpirits which are before his throne, 


SECT. 4. Of Relicks. 


Q. bat do you mean by Relicks ? 
| A, The 
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A. The 9" or Bones of Saints; or any 
Thing elſe that has belong'd to them. 

Q. N bat Grounds have you for paying a Veneratim 
to the Relicks of the Saints? 

A. Beſides the ancient Tradition and Practice of 
the firſt Ages, atteſted by the beſt Monuments of 
Antiquity, we have been warranted to do ſo by ma- 
ny illuſtrious Miracles done at the Tombs and by 
the Relicks of the Saints ( ſee St. Auguſtin, L. 22. 
Of the City of God, cap. 8.) Which God, who is 
'T ruth and Sanctity itſelf, would never bave effected, 
if this Honour paid to the precious Remnants of his 
Servants were not agreeable to him. 

Qi. Have you any Inſtances in Scripture of Mira- 
cles done by Relicks? 

A. Yes, we read 2 Kings xiii. v. 21. of a dead 
Man rais'd to Life by the Bones of the Prophet 
Elba : And Acts xix. v. 12. From the body of Paul 
were brought unto the ſick handker chiefs or aprons, and 
the diſeaſes departed from them, and 5 evil fpirits 
went out of them. 
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CHAP, IX. 
Of Images. 


Q. I AT tis your Doctrine as to Images ? 

A. Wes hold that the Images or Pictures 
of Chriſt, of his bleſſed Mother ever Virgin, and of 
other Saints, are to be had and retain'd; and that due, 
Honour and Veneration is to be given them. 

Q. Do you not worſhip Images ? 

A. No, by no means, if by Wonſbip you mean 
drvine Honour : For this we don't give to the high- 
eſt Angel or Saint, nor even to the Virg! n Mary, 
much leſs to Images. | 

Q. Do you nut pray to Images 4 | 

A. No,

A. No, we don't : Becauſe, as both our Catechiſm 

and common Senſe teaches us, They can neither ſee, 

nor hear, nor help us. Doway Catechiſm. 

Q. Why then do you pray before an Image or Cru- 


pF 


A. Becauſe the Sight of a good Picture or Image, 
for Example, of Chriſt upon the Croſs, helps to 
enkindle Devotion in our Hearts towards him that 
has loved us to that Exceſs, as to lay down his Life 
for the Love of us. 

Q. Are you not taught to put your Truſt and Confi be. 
dence in Images, as the Heathens did in their Idols; 
as if there were a certain Virtue, Power or 3 | 
reſiding in them, 

A. No, we are expreſly taught the contrary. by 
the Council of Trent, Seſſion 2 5. 

Q. How do you prove, that it 15 lawful to make or 
keep the Images of Chriſt and his Saints ? 

A. Becauſe God himſelf commanded Moſes, Exod. 
xxv. v. 18, 19, 20, 21. to make two Cherubims of 
beaten Gold, and place them at the two Ends of the 
Mercy- ſeat over the Ark of the Covenant in the very 


Sanctuary. And there, ſays he, v. 22. will I meet with 


thee, and I will commune with thee from above the 
mercy-ſeat, from between the two Cherubims which are 
upon the ark of the teſtimony, of all things which I will 
give thee in commandment unto the Children of 1frael. 
God alſo commanded, Numb. xxi. v. 8, 9. a Ser- 


pent of Braſs to be made, for the healing of thoſe 


who were bit by the fiery Serpents : Which Serpent - 
Was an Emblem of Chr:/?, John iii. v. 14, 15. 
But is it not forbidden, Exod. xx. v. 4. to 
make the likeneſs of any thing in Heaven above, or in 
the Earth beneath, or in the waters under the earth ? 
A. It is forbidden to make to ourſelves any ſuch 


A Image or Likeneſs; that is to ſay, to make it our God, 


or put our Truſt in it, and give it the Honour which 


belongs to God: Which is explain'd by the follow- 


ing 
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ing Words, Thou ſhalt not bow down thyſelf to them, 
(that 1s, thou ſhalt not adore them, for ſo both the 
Septuagint and Fulgate tranſlate it) mr ſerve them. 
Otherwiſe, if all Likenefles were forbid by this 
Commandment, we ſhould be obliged to fling down 
our Sign-poſts, and deface the King's Coin. 

Q. What Kind of Honour do Catholicks give 10 the 
Images of Chriſt and his Saints? 

A. A relative Honour. 

Q. II bat do you mean by a relative Honour? 

A. By arelative Honour, T mean an Honour which 
is given to a Thing, not for any intrinſick Excellence 
or Dignity in the Thing itſelf, but barely for the Re- 
lation it has to ſomething elſe; as when the Courtiers 
bow to the Chair of State, or Chri/t:ans to the Name of 
Feſus, which is kn Image or Remembrance of our Sa- 
viour to the Ear, as the Crucifix is to the Eye. 

Q. Have you any Inſtances of this relative Honour 
allow d by Proteſtants ? 

A. Yes; in the Honour they give to the Name of 
Feſus, to their Churches, to the Altar, to the Bible, 
to the Symbols of Bread and Wine in the Sacrament, 
Such alſo was the Honour which the Fews gave to 
the Ark and Cherubims, and which Maſes and Foſhua 
gave to the Land on which they ſtood, as being holy 
ground, Exod. iii. v. 5. 7%. v. v. 15, c. 

Q. How do you prove, that there is a relative Honour 
due to the Images or Pictures of Chriſt and his Saints? 

A. From the Dictates of common Senſe and Rea- 
ſon, as well as of Piety and Religion, which teach 
us to expreſs our Love and Eſteem for the Perſons 
whom we honour, by ſetting a Value upon all 
Things that belong to them, or have any relation to 
them: Thus a loyal Subject, a dutiful Child, a 
loving Friend, value the Pictures of their King, 
Father or Friend; and thoſe who make no Scruple 
of abuſing the Image of Chr, would ſeverely puniſh 
the Man that would abuſe the Image of his King. 


wk Does 
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Q. Does your Church allow of Images of God ihe 
Father, or 4 the bleſſed Trinity? 

A. Our Profeſſion of Faith makes no Mention of 
ſuch Images as theſe: Yet we don't think them un- 
lawful, provided that they be not underſtood to bear 
any Likeneſs or Reſemblance of the Divinity, which 
cannot be expreſs'd in Colours, or repreſented by 
any human Workmanſhip. For, as Prote/tants 
make no Difficulty of Painting the Holy Ghoſt un- 
der the Figure of a Dove, becauſe he appear d ſo 
when Chriſt was baptiz d, Matt. iii. v. 16. ſo we make 
no Difficulty of painting God the Father under the 
Figure of a Venerable Old Man, becauſe he appear'd 
in that Manner tothe Prophet Daniel, chap. vii. v. .

Q. 77 H A T. do you mean by Indulgences ? 


A. Not Leave to commit Sin, nor Pardon 
for Sins to come : But only a Releaſing, by the Power 
of the Keys committed to the Church, the Debt of 
temporal Puniſhment, which may remain due upon 
Account of our Sins, after the Sins themſelves, as to 
the Guilt and eternal Puniſhment, have been already 

remitted by Repentance and Confeflion. | 

Q. Can you prove from Scripture, that there is a 
Puniſhment often due upon Account of our Sins, after 
the Sins themſelves have been remitted © 

A. Yes, this evidently appears in the Caſe of King 
David; 2 Sam. 12. where, altho' the Prophet Na- 
than, upon his Repentance, tells him, v. 13. The Lord 
hath put away thy fin, yet he denounces unto him 
many terrible Puniſhments, v. Io, 11, x2, 14. which 
ſhould be inflicted by reaſon of this Sin; which ac- 
cordingly afterwards enſued, _ | 

Q. What is the Faith of your Church touching Indul- 
gences? E Ai Tis 
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A. Tis compris'd in theſe Words of our Profeſfion 


of Faith: J affirm that the Power of Indulgences was 
left by Chriſt in the Church, and that the Uſe of them 
is moſt wholeſome to Chriſtian People. 

Q. Upon what Scripture do you ground this ? 

A. The Power of granting Indulgences was left 


by Chriſt to the Church; Matt. xvi. v. 19. I will 


give unto thee the keys of the kingdom of heaven : And 
whatſoever thou ſhalt bind on earth, ſhall be bound in 
Heaven : And whatſoever thou ſhalt looſe on earth, 
ſhall be Inos'd in Heaven. And we have an Inſtance in 
Scripture of St. Paul's granting an Indulgence to the 
Corinthian whom he had put under Penance for In- 
ceſt; 2 Cor. ii. v. 10. To whom ye forgive any thing 
(he ſpeaks of the Inceſtuous Sinner whom he had de- 


tired them now to receive) [ forgive alſo : For if I for- 


gave any thing, to whom I forgave it, for your ſakes for- 
gave I it in the perſon of Chriſt: That is, by the 
Power and Authority receiv'd from him,

Q. 77 H 4 T ts the Cat hol ick Doctrine as io the 
Pope's Supremacy ?“ 

A. It is mrſs in theſe two Articles; I, That 
St. Peter by divine Commiſion was Head of the 
Church under Chriſt. 2. That the Pope or Biſhop 
of Rome, as Succeſſor to St. Peter, is at preſent Head 
of the Church, and Chriſt's Vicar upon Earth. 

Q. How do you prove St. Peter's Supremacy-2 

A. Fir/?, From the very Name of Peter or Cephas, 
which ſignifies a Roch, which Name our Lord, who 
does nothing without Reaſon, gave to him, ho be- 
fore was call'd Simon, to ſignify that he ſhould be as 
the Rock or Foundation upon which he would build his 
Church. According to what he himſelf declared, att. 

XVI, 


4 
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xvi. v. 18. when he told him, Thou art Peter (that is, a 
Rock) and upon THIS RoCKk will I build my Church, 
and the Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againſt it. 
 2dh, From the following Words, Matt. xvi. v. 
19. I will give unto thee the keys of the kingdom 
of heaven, and whatſoever thou ſhalt bind on earthy 
Hall be bound in heaven Aud whaiſocever thou ſhalt 
looſe on earth, ſball be loosd in heaven, Where, 
under the Figure of the #eys of the kingdom of hea- 
ven, our Lord enſureth to Peter the chief Authority 
in his Church: As when a King gives to one of 
his Officers the Keys of a City, he thereby declares 
that he makes him Governour of that City. 

234ly, From Luke xxii. v. 31, 32. The Lord ſaid 
Simon, Simon, behold ſatan hath defired to have 
you, that he may fift you as wheat. But I have 
pray d for thee, that thy faith fail not, and when 
thou art converted ſtrengthen thy brethren. In which 
Text our Lord not only declared his particular 
Concern for Peter, in praying for him that his Faith 
might not fail; but alſo committed to him the Care 
of his Brethren the other Apoſtles, in charging him 
to confirm or ſtrengthen them. 
- 4thly, From John xxi. v. 15, c. Jeſus faith 10 
Simon Peter, Simon Son of Jonas love/? thou me 
more than theſe ® He ſaith unto him, Yea Lord thou 
knoweſt that I love thee, He ſaith unto him, FEE 
my LamBs: He ſaith to him again the ſecond time, 
Simon Son of Jonas love/? thou me © He ſaith unto 
him, Yea Lord thoa knoweft that J love thee. He 
faith unto him, FEED MY SHEEP. Ile ſaith unto 
him the third time, Simon Son of Jonas loveſt thou

Q. How do you prove, that this Commiſſion given to 
Peter deſcends to wh Pope or Biſhop of Rome ? 

A. Becauſe by the unanimous Conſent of the Fa- 
thers, and the Tradition of the Church in all Ages, 
the Biſhops of Rome are the Succeflors of St. Peter, 
who tranſlated his Chair from Antioch to Rome, and 
died Biſhop of Rome, Hence the See of Rome in all 
Ages is call'd The Sze of Peter, the Chair of Peter, 
and abſolutely the Sze Apo/folick And in that Qua- 
lity has from the Beginning exercis'd Juriſdiction 
over all other Churches, as appears from the beſt 
Records of ancient Church- Hiſtory. 

"Beſides, ſuppoſing the Supremacy of St. Peter, 
which we have proved above from plain Scripture ; 
it muſt conſequently be allowed that this Supremacy 
which Chriſi eſtabliſhed ſor the better Govern- 
ment of his Church and maintaining of Unity, 
was not to die with Peter, no more than the 

Church, which he promis'd ſhould ſtand for ever. 
For how can any Chri/tian imagine, that Christ 
ſhould appoint a Head for the. Government of his 
Church, and maintaining of Unity during the Apo- 
ſtles Time ; ; and deſign another kind of Govern- 
ment for ſucceeding Ages, when there was like to 
be ſo much more need of a Head. Therefore we 
muſt grant that St. Peter's Supremacy was by Suc- 
ceſſion to deſcend to ſome body. Now I would 
willingly know who has Half ſo foie a Title to this 
Succeſſion as the Biſhop of Rome? . 
Q. Why do you call the Roman Church the Mo- 
ther and Miftref of all Churches ? 
A. Becauſe, as we have already ſeen, her Biſhop is 
St. Peter's Succeſſor and Chriſt's Vicar upon Earth.; 
and conſequently the Father and Paſtor of all the 
Faithful : And therefore this Church, as being St. Pe- 
ter's See, is the Mother and Miſtreſs of all $I OY

Q. AVE you any thing more to add in Confir-- 
Ii mation of all theſe T enets contain'd in your 
P rofeyſion of Faith? 


A. I ſhall add no more than this, that having al- 


ready proved in the firſt Chapter, that the Church in 
Communion with Rome is the true and only Church- 


of Chriſt, and conſequently her Councils and Paſtors 


the Guides of divine Appointment, which Chriſt has 


eſtabliſn'd to be our Conductors in the Way toa happy 
Eternity ; it follows that we ſhould without further 
Heſitation believe and profeſs, what this Church and 
her Paſtors believe'and profeſs; and condemn and re- 
ject, what they condemn andreject: Aſſuring ourſelves 
that by doing thus we ſhall be ſecure, ſince we ſhall fol- 


low thoſe Guides which Chriſt himſelf has appointed, 
whom he has commanded us to hear, and with whom | 


he has promis'd to abide to the End of the World, 


Q. Why do you in your Profeſſion of Faith make a ; 


Declaration of receiving in particular the Doctrius 
of the Council of Trent. 
A. Becauſe this was the laſt general Council call'd 


Calvin: And therefore we particularly declare our 
Aſſent to the Decrees of this Council, as being 
levePd againſt thoſe Hereſies which have been moſt 
prevalent in theſe two laſt Ages.
